I hadn't  come  to  Pine  Manor 
College  20  years  ago,  I wouldn't 
be  where  I am  today,"  says 
Marlene  L.  Bryant  (A. A.  1981),  honored 
last  fall  as  the  College's  first  disserta- 
tion fellow.  Bryant,  who  began  her 
one-year  term  in  September,  plans  to 
earn  her  doctorate  in  sociology  from 
Boston  College  within  a year.  Her 
areas  of  focus  are  social  justice  and 
economics,  organizational 
and  community  develop- 
ment, and  research  methods. 

The  PMC  fellowship  sup- 
ports that  effort  with  a finan- 
cial award,  a well-equipped 
on-campus  office  and  colle- 
gial interactions  with  faculty 
and  staff. 

Funded  generously  by  the 
Class  of  1949,  the  Pine  Manor  College 
Dissertation  Fellowship  is  similar  to 
some  state  initiatives  developed  in 
recent  years  on  other  Massachusetts 
campuses,  but  this  is  Pine  Manor's 
own  version.  Ph.D.  candidates  are 
receiving  financial  and  administrative 
support  statewide  in  no-strings- 


attached  agreements  that  give  them  an 
inside  look  at  the  lives  of  professors 
and  deans,  as  well  as  opportunities  to 
serve  students  as  role  models.  Their 
hosts,  in  turn,  get  to  know  up-and- 
coming  scholars  in  far-reaching  disci- 
plines with  the  benefits  of  increased 
knowledge  sharing  and  sometimes  the 
fit  of  good  candi-

the  College,  helped  smooth  the  way. 
Early  in  the  academic  year,  Bryant 
enhanced  Assistant  Professor  of 
Political  Science  Bill  Vogele's  class 
with  a presentation  on  her  research 
and  guidelines  for  students.  "Bryant's 
thesis  topic  is  the  fascinating  move- 
ment to  create  a new  city  within 
the  City  of  Boston — 
Mandela,  Massachu- 
setts— an  ongoing  phe- 
nomenon locally  since 
the  1960s,"  reports 
Vogele.  "She  brought 
along  community  acti- 
vist Mel  King  to  meet 
the  students.  King,  who 
taught  urban  studies  at 
MIT  for  many  years, 
also  served  as  state  rep- 
resentative for  10  years, 
won  a huge  majority 
of  Boston's  African- 
American  votes  in  the 
1983  mayoral  election, 
and  helped  found  the 
Rainbow  Coalition  in 
1984.  "It  was  a nice 
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combination  of  talks,"  reports  Vogele. 
"We  want  to  maintain  these  connec- 
tions." 

Bryant's  ideas  for  her  dissertation 
year  span  several  PMC  departments.  In 
collaboration  with  Carole  Worsh, 
Director  of  the  Health  and  Wellness 
Center,  she  is  developing  a self-esteem 
workshop;  with  the  art  department,  an 
exhibit  for  February  and  March  to

honor  black  and  women's  history 
months,-  and  with  Student  Life  staff,  a 
residence-based  mentoring  plan.  "The 
College  has  an  extraordinary  opportu- 
nity to  get  national  recognition  by 
expanding  its  mentoring  program  to 
make  all  students  mentors  as  well  as 
mentees,"  states  Bryant.  She  hopes  to 
pique  corporate  interest  in  this  idea  as 
well,  which  would  benefit  women 
while  they're  here  and  later  when 
they're  working. 

In  another  initiative  mindful  of 
future  careers,  Bryant  is  working  with 
Assistant  Professor  of  Management 
Patti  Forde,  Director  of  the  Women's 
Enterprise  Initiative.  They  are  explor- 
ing better  ways  for  PMC  alumnae  to 
connect  with  one  another  for  synergy, 
support  and  networking. 

One  of  Bryant's  most  exciting  ideas 
involves  work  with  Assistant  Pro- 
fessor Vicki  Litzinger,  Head  of 
Reference  services  at  the  Annenberg 


Library.  Their  landmark  project  links 
mentoring,  information  technology 
and  library  resources.  "The  PMC  cam- 
pus is  a perfect  laboratory  for  such  a 
link  and  for  studying  gender  equities 
and  inequities  that  relate  to  informa- 
tion technology.  Software  is  a mascu- 
line thing,"  explains  Bryant.  "There's 
got  to  be  a way  to  get  funding  for  the 
College  to  look  at  this." 


I thought  about  our  desire  to  have  a 
scholar-in-residence  on-campus,  and 
I recommended  Marlene  to  President 
Nemerowicz  and  Dean  Chester. 
They  agreed  wholeheartedly — and  here 
she  is." 

Tosiello  hopes  Bryant  will  stay 
involved  with  PMC  after  this  year,  per- 
haps even  to  help  craft  future 
years  of  the  new  fellowship.  Surely 
this  unique  role — 
loosely  defined  on 
purpose — will  pro- 
duce some  surpris- 
ing outcomes.  "It 
offers  just  the  open 
parameters  that  I 
thrive  on,"  com- 
ments Bryant.  "I'll 
do  anything  the 
College  wants  me 
to  do.  I did  well

turned  to  make  sure  my 
friend  Marine  was  still 
behind  me.  The  clock  read  2 
(/f^l  a.m.  as  we  cleared  customs 
at  Mumbai  International 
Airport.  Armed  only  with  a guidebook 
and  a ziplock  bag  of  dry  snacks,  we 
pulled  out  our  packs  and  headed  for 
the  nearest  exit.  As  we  passed  through 
the  double  doors  of  the  airport,  I was 
stunned  by  the  hundreds  of  people 
lined  up,  side  by  side  on  the  cement 
walkway,  seeking  shelter  from  the 
rain.  As  we  stepped  into  the  street,  I 
began  to  familiarize  myself  with  the 
new  sights,  sounds  and  smells  of  India: 
the  masses  of  people  swarming  the 
streets,  a man  with  an  old  thermos 
weaving  through  the  crowds  yelling 
"Chai!  Chai!"  and  the  damp  scent  of 
earth  filling  the  air.  We  decided  to  turn 
back  to  the  terminal  and  sleep  there 
that  night. 

At  dawn,  we  walked  back  out  to  the 
street  and  searched  for  a bus  into  the 
city.  We  found  the  commuter  line  and 
decided  to  ride  into  town  with  the 
locals.  Most  of  the  passengers  were 
friendly — until  the  bus  became  crowd- 
ed, and  suddenly  we  were  aware  of  the 
space  we  occupied.  Every  eye  on  the 


bus  was  on  us,  and  as  I gazed  out  the 
dirt-caked  window,  I knew  why:  we 
were  different. 

We  spent  the  day  wandering 
through  the  soggy  streets  of  India's 
capital  city.  With  a population  of 
roughly  15  million  people,  Mumbai 
offers  no  rest  for  the  weary.  Exhausted, 
we  decided  to  leave  the  chaos  of 
Mumbai  and  bought  tickets  for  the 
7 p.m.  sleeper  train  to  Jaipur.  Sixteen 
hours  later,  we  arrived  rested  and 
ready  for  anything  in  Rajasthan's  capi- 
tal city.  After  locking  our  packs  up  at 
the  train  station,  we  proceeded  to  the 
old  city  in  search  of  the  Johari  Bazaar. 
As  we  made  our  way  though  the  nar- 
row streets,  a small  parade  of  school 
children  swarmed  around,  eager  to 
say  hello  and  get  a glimpse  of  the 
foreigners. 

After  a few  days  in  Jaipur,  we 
hopped  on  a small,  12-seater  bus  and 
headed  south  for  Pushkar.  Located 
between  the  desert  and  Nag  Pahar 
(Snake  Mountain),  Pushkar  offers  a 
mellow,  friendly  scene.  Brahman 
priests  greeted  us  as  we  entered  the 
small,  holy  city,  and  we  were  escorted 
down  to  Pushkar  Lake,  a sacred  body 
of  water  for  Hindus,  where  we  were 


purified  and  blessed  at  a small  water- 
side ceremony.  The  following  day  we 
tried  a camel  safari  at  the  suggestion  of 
an  Australian  traveler.  We  spent  two 
serene  nights  in  the  open  desert,  sleep- 
ing on  the  dunes  under  a star-lit  sky. 
The  beautiful  night  and  the  vastness  of 
the  desert  more  than  compensated  for 
the  sore  muscles  we  developed  from 
riding  camels  all  day!

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From  Pushkar,  we  made  our  way  to 
Jodhpur,  Jaisalmer,  and  then  to  Agra, 
Uttar  Pradesh,  home  of  the  awe- 
inspiring Taj  Mahal.  Its  large,  white, 
soaring  marble  turrets  seemed  surreal 
against  the  backdrop  of  the  Yamuna 
River.  We  threw  off  our  shoes  and 
surged  forward  with  the  other  hun- 
dreds of  pilgrims  to  explore  this  stun- 
ning 17th-century  treasure.  Cool  and 
dank,  the  inner  chamber  echoed  every 
whisper.  We  walked  around  in  circles 
examining  the  fantastic  ruby  and  jade 
inlays.  As  we  relaxed  later  on  the  ter- 
race, I surveyed  the  crowd  of  faces,  and 
my  thoughts  turned  to  my  friends  at 
home.  I wondered  if  I could  ever 
describe  to  them  the  beauty  of  these 
people  or  this  land. 

The  most  compelling  aspect  of 
India  is  its  people.  Despite  overpopu- 
lation, widespread  disease  and  pover- 
ty, the  Indian  people  remain  dedicated 
to  their  families  and  traditions.  One 
memory  of  my  trip  that  stands  out  is

when  I met  a schoolteacher  on  the 
train  to  Agra.  Young  and  full  of  ideas 
and  questions,  Pekha  Shanma  told  me 
about  life  in  her  village.  The  mother  of 
two  children  and  a full-time  teacher, 
this  new  friend  offered  Marine  and  me 
pomegranates  from  her  garden  and 
conversation  I will  never  forget. 
Although  her  English  was  broken  and 
my  Hindi  nonexistent,  for  the  entire 
eight-hour  trip  we  managed  somehow 
to  discuss  the  mounting  pressures 
women  face  in  India.  She  explained 
arranged  marriages,  family  hierar- 
chies, the  caste  system  and  the  chang- 
ing lives  of  women  in  India.  The 
choices  Western  women  have  in 
careers,  education  and  marriage 
amazed  her.  Toward  the  end  of  the 
trip,  Pekha  invited  us  to  stay  with  her 
family  and  attend  her  classes  the  next 
day.  We  could  not  accept,  but 
I was  touched  and  flattered  by  her 
gracious  offer. 

Our  trip  to  India  was  unique  and 


exciting  in  so  many  ways,  but  espe- 
cially when  we  shared  life  with  others, 
such  as  Pekha.  After  meeting  people 
like  her,  the  world  felt  smaller — the 
gap  between  East  and  West  seemed 
not  so  big.

PMC  Welcomes 

New  Community  Service  Leader

Summer  may  be  long  gone,  but  the 
campus  walls  of  Pine  Manor 
College  can  still  hear  the  echo  of 
a hustling  student  orientation  last 
Labor  Day  weekend.  If  those  walls 
could  speak,  they  would  tell  tales 
of  overstuffed  cars  migrating  onto 
the  campus.  They  would  speak  of 
first-year  students  arriving  at  their 
new  home  away  from  home  with 
mixed  expressions  of  excitement  and 
trepidation.

High  energy  and  nervous  excite- 
ment did  not  lie  only  among  the  stu- 
dents during  orientation  weekend. 
Britt  Jacobson,  survivor  of  her  own 
college  orientation  only  a few  years 
earlier  and  a newcomer  last  July 
to  PMC,  began  her  initiation  as 
Community  Service  Coordinator. 
This  was  Jacobson's  first  opportunity 
to  work  with  large  student  groups  and 
coordinate  the  community  service 
work,  a key  component  of  PMC's  mis- 
sion of  inclusive  leadership  and  social 
responsibility. 

Three  days  into  orientation, 
Jacobson  led  38  first-year  students, 
14  returning  students,  and  nine 
staff  members,  including  President 
Nemerowicz,  to  four  community  ser- 
vice sites.  They  ranged  from  a Newton 
retirement  community,  to  a Roxbury 


shelter  for  mothers  and  children  with 
HIV,  to  a Dorchester  public  health 
clinic  and  shelter  for  children  and 
young  women.  The  day  was  a great 
success,  marked  by  one  consistent 
question  to  Jacobson  from  the  stu- 
dents: "Can  we  go  back?" 

"My  goal  is  to  develop  a communi- 
ty service  office  that  will  one  day  be 
maintained  by  students,"  Jacobson 
says.  "PMC  students  want  to  be  active 
in  community  service,  and  I believe 
they  can  learn  to  organize 
their  involvement  them- 
selves," she  adds. 

Jacobson  came  to  PMC 
through  the  Massachusetts 
Campus  Compact  (MACC) 
VISTA  program.  Currently  in 
its  second  year  at  Pine  Manor, 
■ MACC  provides  a one-year 

grant  for  a Community  Ser- 
vice Coordinator  to  manage 
all  community  service  on-  and 
off-campus.  This  means  creating 
opportunities  and  recruiting  students, 
as  well  as  helping  students  find  agen- 
cies relevant  to  their  interests. 

Our  community  is  fortunate  to 
have  Jacobson,  especially  since  she 
traveled  a great  distance  to  come  to 
PMC.  She  grew  up  on  her  family's 
farm  on  the  vast  plains  of  Langdon, 
N.D.,  just  15  miles  south  of  Canada. 
She  received  a B.A.  in  English  litera- 
ture and  had  minors  in  philosophy  and 
women's  studies  at  Concordia  College 
in  Moorhead,  Minn.  At  Corcordia,  she 
held  her  first  community  service  posi- 
tion directing  40  students  to  aid  home- 
less people  at  a local  shelter.  While 
most  of  Jacobson's  peers  with  similar 
academic  backgrounds  planned  to 
become  teachers,  she  found  herself 
drawn  more  to  community  service. 


"I  always  knew  I wanted  to  spend 
time  on  the  East  Coast,"  she  reports  as 
she  recalls  the  day  she  found  the 
Internet  advertisement  for  the  MACC 
AmeriCorps  VISTA  program.  The  job 
description  and  requirements  read  like 
a mirror  image  of  her  aspirations  and 
resume.  She  earned  the  final  credits  of 
her  undergraduate  degree  in  Europe 
and  was  overseas  when  she  learned 
about  the  offer  from  PMC.  An  interna- 
tional game  of  phone  tag  ensued  and 
her  calling  card  almost  ran  out! 

Jacobson  has  worked  closely  with 
PMC  sophomore  Jennifer  Jackson  (see 
related  story,  page  9),  who  brought  to 
campus  a chapter  of  the  national  orga- 
nization "Best  Buddies."  This  program 
pairs  PMC  students  with  a develop- 
mentally  challenged  youth  from  the 
Boston  area  for  a year. 

Last  fall,  Jacobson  appointed  two 
MACC  leadership  representatives, 
Jennifer  LaChapelle  '00  and  Winnie 
Chow  '02,  to  promote  PMC  communi- 
ty service  both  on-  and  off-campus. 
Throughout  the  year,  they  will  speak 
on  behalf  of  Pine  Manor  College  at 
leadership  conferences  and  intercolle- 
giate programs  involving  community 
service. 

"My  favorite  part  of  this  job  is 
interacting  with  the  students," 
Jacobson  admits.  "Working  together 
to  be  socially  responsible  is  the  key  to 
strengthening  the  difference  we 
make."

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David  A.  Ellis: 

Agent  for  Positive  Change

Helen  Temple  Cooke  could 
see  Pine  Manor  College  today 
she  would  surely  be  proud. 
Although  the  College  is  on  a new  cam- 
pus, the  heart  and  soul  of  the  College 
remain  the  same:  Pine  Manor  contin- 
ues to  educate  young  women  as  inde- 
pendent thinkers  and  leaders,  a mis- 
sion now  called  educating  for  inclu- 
sive leadership  and  social  responsibili- 
ty. The  College  approaches  the  new 
millennium  strengthened  by  the  open- 
ing of  the  Rosemary  Ashby  Campus 
Center,  a 34  percent  reduction  in 
tuition,  and  a five-year  financial  plan 
for  growth — three  enhancements  that 
became  a reality  with  the  assistance  of 
David  A.  Ellis,  former  Vice  President 
for  Business  and  Financial  Affairs. 

Ellis  came  to  Pine  Manor  in  1992  to 
improve  management  and  operating 
systems  and  to  help  grow  the  College. 
He  did  both  with  the  help  of  many  peo- 
ple, the  effects  of  which  are  felt  on  a 
daily  basis  by  the  PMC  community.  "I 
was  hired  by  President  Ashby  to  be  a 
change  agent, "explains  Ellis.  "People 
needed  to  be  empowered.  Staff  wanted 
to  do  things  in  their  jobs,  but  felt  held 
back.  I set  them  loose." 

Campus  Center 

Upon  his  arrival, 

Ellis  quickly  became 
one  of  the  driving 
forces  behind  the 

Campus  Center  pro-  1 1 "" 

ject,  which  involved  integrating  a new 
building  to  a renovated  refectory.  Ellis 
viewed  the  new  Center— a building 
that  would  serve  as  a center  of  campus 
activity — as  a key  to  the  College's 
future  success.  "Providing  high-quality 
facilities  to  students  helps  reinforce 
the  curriculum  and  co-curriculum," 
he  says. 


Tuition  Reduction 

Central  to  the  idea  of  inclusive  leader- 
ship is  making  a private  college  educa- 
tion more  affordable  for  middle-  and 
lower-income  families.  When  the  $4 
million  bequest  from  Frances  Crandall 
Dyke  '25  became  available,  President 
Nemerowicz  and  the  Board  made  it  a 
priority  to  lower  tuition  and  make 
PMC  more  accessible  to  a broader 
range  of  young  women. 

"For  six  years,  I thought  Pine 
Manor's  tuition  was  too  high,"  says 
Ellis,  "but  President  Nemerowicz  was 
the  one  who  demonstrated  the  rela- 
tionship between  pricing  and  enroll- 
ment. She  put  Pine  Manor  ahead  of 
other  colleges  on  the  price  issue."  Ellis 
was  instrumental  in  developing  a five- 
year  planning  model  that  indicated 
how  the  College  could  use  its 
resources  to  double  enrollment  and 
balance  its  operating  budget  by  the 
year  2003. 

Financial  Systems  and  Facilities 

When  he  joined  Pine  Manor,  "the  non- 
academic  piece  of  the  College  was 
operating  in  a 1970s  mode,"  says  Ellis. 
The  entire  management  and  operating 
system  required  a major  overhaul,  "to 
bring  it  into  the  '90s."  Ellis  led  the 
effort  to  streamline  all  administrative 
systems  to  maximize  the  College's 
efficiency.  He  created  new  systems  to 
manage  finances  and  worked  with 
trustees  to  provide  the  highest  return 
rates  on  College  investments.  Ellis 
also  teamed  up  with  David  Smith, 
Director  of  Institutional  Technology, 
to  merge  administrative  and  academic 
technology  into  one  department, 
upgrade  equipment  and  network  the 
campus.  (Much  of  this  project  was  pos- 
sible with  a gift  from  Mrs.  Ethelmae 
Stihbs  Haldan  '41.) 


With  the  assistance  of  Reno 
Trubiano,  Director  of  Maintenance, 
and  John  Hatch,  Director  of  Grounds, 
improvements  were  also  made  to  other 
PMC  facilities,  including  residence 
halls,  academic  buildings  and  the  gym. 
The  deferred  maintenance  for  PMC 
was  reduced  by  just  under  $1  million 
in  six  years-enhancing  student  envi- 
ronments and  allowing  for  current  crit- 
ical resources  to  be  focused  elsewhere. 

Ellis  Departs 

After  six  years,  Ellis  decided  "PMC 
was  in  good  shape,"  and  it  was  time  for 
him  to  move  to  another  institution 
with  challenges.  "What  I enioy  is  going 
into  a situation  that  needs  to  be 
fixed — and  fixing  it."  In  June  1998,  he 
moved  down  the  street  to  Newbury 
College,  which  had  just  selected  a new 
president. 

Of  Ellis's  many 
legacies,  his  favorite 
is  the  Peter  G.  Ellis 
Award,  named  after 
his  son,  who  was 
three  years  old  at  the 
time  of  the  original 
award  and  enjoyed 
playing  on-campus 
and  coming  to  Gator 
games.  The  award  is 
given  to  a first-year 
student  athlete  who 
demonstrates  dedica- 
tion, spirit  and  abili- 
ty in  at  least  one 
PMC  sport.  "My  way  of  thanking  PMC 
for  my  experience  was  to  make  a con- 
tribution to  the  capital  campaign  and 
to  establish  this  award  named  after  the 
joy  of  my  life."  It  is  also  a way  for  PMC 
to  remember  David  Ellis's  many  con- 
tributions to  the  College.

Excerpts  from  President  Nemerowicz’s  Address  to  the  College 
at  Convocation,  September  1998 


Welcome  to  the  88th  year  of 
Pine  Manor  College.  Eighty- 
eight  years  of  doing  anything 
is  a long  time;  eighty-eight  years  of 
educating  women  for  lives  of  responsi- 
bility is  remarkable.  Among  those 
years,  I imagine  there  were  several 
when  the  College  community  felt 
something  really  important  was  hap- 
pening...and  it  was: 

1911  The  first  year  of  PMC.  Helen 
Temple  Cooke  was  persuaded  by 
16  graduating  seniors  at  Dana 
Hall  to  "give  them  more  time  to 
be  together  and  learn  more." 
1939  The  school  was  granted  junior 
college  status. 

1965  President  Ferry  moved  the 
campus  from  Wellesley  to  our 
current,  magnificent  location  in 
Chestnut  Hill. 

1979  President  Ashby  awarded  the 
first  B.A.  degree. 


In  between  each  of  these  landmark 
years,  for  the  women  who  attended, 
for  the  faculty  who  taught,  for  the 
staff  who  worked  for  PMC,  I'm  sure 
they  felt  excitement  for  the  future 
they  were  creating  together. 

This  past  year,  we  opened  the 
Rosemary  Ashby  Campus  Center — 
that  was  a special  moment — and  some 
of  you  thought  it  would  never  come! 

But  somehow,  this  88th  year  has  all 
the  signs  of  being  our  best  year  ever. 
Here  we  are,  500  or  so  members  of  this 
on-campus  community,  with  a net- 


work of  10,000  alumnae  and  many 
thousand  more  friends  all  over  the 
world,  and  we  are  feeling  very  proud 
and  optimistic.  When  times  got 
tough — enrollment  dropped  and  costs 
skyrocketed,  other  campuses  went  co- 
ed or  closed  their  doors — we  relied  on 
our  values  and  principles  to  guide  us 
to  the  best  path  for  the  future. 

Steadfast  in  our  commitment  to 
women  and  PMC  traditions,  we  have 
grown  by  20  percent  in  the  past  two 
years.  This  year,  we  welcome  the 
largest  first-year  class  since  1992 — 
there  are  over  100  students  in  the 
class.  They  bring  with  them  great 
diversity,  impressive  academic  and 
community  service  credentials.  They 
have  the  instincts  for  inclusive  leader- 
ship, which  were  demonstrated  during 
orientation.  They  already  exhibit 
the  values  of  social  responsibility. 
Congratulations  again  to  the 
Admissions  office 
and  everyone  who 
worked  to  bring 
this  class  to  us. 

Just  as  impor- 
tant are  those  stu- 
dents who  contin- 
ue to  strengthen  us 
year  after  year — 
our  sophomores,  juniors  and  seniors, 
who  have  returned  in  record  numbers. 
We  are  glad  to  see  you  back  on  cam- 
pus. You  have  contributed  much 
already  and  now  more  will  be  asked. 
As  you  take  more  and  more  responsi- 
bility for  your  own  learning  and  for 
the  well-being  of  those  around  you, 
you  help  to  craft  a learning  communi- 
ty that  many  others  will  want  to  emu- 
late. More  than  anyone  else,  you  help 
shape  the  new  leadership  we  aspire  to 
practice  and  understand.  Many  of  you 
are  involved  in  an  array  of  leadership 


roles:  mentoring,  community  service, 
resident  assistants,  work  roles  on 
campus,  student  organizations,  friend- 
ships. We  are  very  proud  of  you. 

Thank  you  to  the  Student  Life  staff, 
especially,  for  the  work  you  do  with 
students  while  learning  outside  the 
classroom.  We  know  you  are  all  sleep- 
deprived  now,  but  you  still  look  won- 
derful, and  you  still  make  sense  to  us. 

As  I hope  all  of  you  know,  last  year 
the  Board  of  Trustees  made  a bold 
decision  to  reduce  our  tuition  by  34 
percent.  That  is  a move  that  has  been 
since  followed  by  other  institutions, 
and  we  are  delighted  to  have  led  the 
way.  It  was  the  socially  responsible 
thing  to  do.  It  will  assure  greater 
access  for  those  families  who  previ- 
ously could  not  afford  PMC  and  will 
help  us  achieve  diversity  of  economic 
background. 

We  build  strength  as  we  increase 
our  diversity  in  ethnicity,  culture,  eco- 
nomic status,  age,  and  physical  orien- 
tation. Diversity  is  ultimately  our 
greatest  strength  and  unifier.  It  is  only 
through  the  creativity  and  wisdom  of 
diversity  that  we  can  find  our  com- 
mon good  and  can  pursue  it. 

As  we  launch  this  new  year,  we  do 
so  with  confidence  in  our  commit- 
ment to  women's  education  and  in  our 
ability  to  create  a new  kind  of  leader- 
ship, even  while  others  grow  cynical 
and  doubt  it  can  be  done. 

And  even  when  you  know  you  are 
right,  it  is  still  useful  to  receive  vali- 
dation from  others.  It's  not  essential, 
but  it  is  helpful.  As  many  of  you 
know,  after  years  of  being  omitted, 
PMC  has  now  been  cited  in  two  cate- 
gories in  the  U.S.  News  el  World 
Report  1999  Best  Colleges  issue:

Get  involved,  and  never  stop 
challenging  yourself.  The  more 
you  challenge  yourself,  the 
more  you  discover  who  you  are  and 
what  you  are  capable  of  achieving." 

This  is  the  advice  Ten  Jackson  '01 
offers  first-year  students  to  help  them 
make  the  most  of  their  education.  A 
student  of  inclusive  leadership  and 
social  responsibility,  Jackson  has 
adopted  this  philosophy  in  her  own 
daily  life. 


A multi-talented  musician,  com- 
munity service  volunteer  and  high 
school  valedictorian,  Jackson  came  to 
Pine  Manor  College  last  year  from 
Rockland,  Mass.,  with  an  already 
impressive  resume.  She  is  a psycholo- 
gy major  concentrating  in  child  psy- 
chology and  spends  summers  volun- 
teering at  a preschool  for  autistic  chil- 
dren. She  interacts  with  the  children 
in  a highly  structured  program,  in 
which  communication  is  non-verbal. 
"It's  really  draining,  but  incredibly 
rewarding,"  she  says.  During  the  acad- 


emic year,  she  works  with  children  at 
PMC's  Child  Study  Center.  Both  envi- 
ronments allow  Jackson  to  apply  her 
studies  to  real-life  situations  and 
to  test  her  interest  and  abilities  in  the 
field. 

Although  she  considers  herself 
"shy  and  reserved,"  Jackson  has 
surprised  herself  at  PMC.  "I  partici- 
pate more  now  than  in  high  school," 
she  reports.  She  chose  Pine  Manor 
because  of  its  size,  proximity  to 
Boston,  and  because 
it's  a women's  col- 
lege. She  believes 
women's  colleges 
help  "build  confi- 
dence and  mold 
leaders  for  the 
world." 

The  College's 
mission  plays  a 
central  role  in 
Jackson's  everyday 
life.  Inclusive  lead- 
ership and  social 
responsibility  helps 
Pine  Manor  stu- 
dents "think  about 
what  their  efforts 
mean,  as  well  as 
define  their  role  in  society,"  she 
explains.  "When  I talk  to  friends  at 
other  schools,  it  seems  that  they're 
missing  out.  They  go  to  class,  and 
that's  it."  Jackson  says. 

An  active  volunteer,  Jackson  says 
that  in  the  two  years  PMC  has  hosted 
an  AmeriCorps  VISTA  program,  the 
community  has  become  more  aware 
of  the  importance  of  community  ser- 
vice. "Our  teachers  are  building  com- 
munity service  into  their  courses  as  a 
way  to  apply  classroom  learning. 
Also,  a major  goal  of  the  Student 


fen  fackson  recruiting  students  for  the 
PMC  chapter  of  the  national  Best  Buddies 
program  that  she  established. 


Government  Association  is  to 
increase  community  service  participa- 
tion." (See  related  story  on  Britt 
Jacobson,  page  6.) 

Last  year,  Jackson  founded  an  on- 
campus  chapter  of  Best  Buddies,  a 
national  organization  that  matches 
college  students  with  developmental- 
ly  challenged  children.  She  worked 
extensively  with  PMC's  former 
AmeriCorps  VISTA  leader  Leah 
Gotcsik  to  make  this  popular  program 
a reality. 

Also  a Resident  Assistant  in  her 
dorm,  Jackson  is  involved  with  the 
College's  Peer  Mentoring  program.  In 
this  role,  she  helps  residents  develop 
and  implement  various  co-curricular 
programs  to  address  the  College's 
learning  outcomes.  As  part  of  this 
responsibility,  she  helps  students  cre- 
ate portfolios,  a requirement  for  grad- 
uation. Jackson  says  when  students 
see  their  accomplishments  in  a tangi- 
ble way,  "they  realize  their  progress, 
the  importance  of  education,  and  the 
impact  of  community  service  on  other 
people's  lives." 

Jackson  follows  her  own  advice — 
she  is  active,  involved  and  constantly 
challenging  herself.  Her  academic  and 
nonacademic  activities  at  PMC  com- 
plement each  other  and  reinforce  her 
strong  sense  of  self.  Upon  graduation 
and  before  going  to  graduate  school, 
Jackson  plans  to  work  full-time  as  a 
community  service  volunteer.

In  October,  the  College  received 
reaccreditation  from  the  New 
England  Association  of  Schools  &. 
Colleges  (NEASC)  Commission  on 
Institutions  of  Higher  Education.  This 
followed  President  Nemerowicz's 
appearance  before  the  NEASC 
Commission  in  September,  which  in 
turn  followed  the  NEASC  Visiting 
Team  Report,  the  Team's  site  visit  and 
PMC's  Fifth-Year  Report — a process 
that  began  in  February  1997. 

The  Commission  noted  that  PMC 
had  made  significant  progress  in 
response  to  concerns  it  had  raised  since 
1993.  The  College  was  commended  for 


PMC  and  the  Brookline 
School  Community 
Launch  Partnership 

Last  fall,  Pme  Manor  College  teamed 
up  with  the  Brookline  School 
Community  Partnership  to  form 
After-Hours  U.,  an  after-school  enrich- 
ment program  for  45  Brookline  mid- 
dle- school  students.  For  six  weeks, 
students  spent  one  afternoon  a week 
on-campus  to  attend  workshops  and 
seminars  supervised  by  25  PMC  stu- 
dents, faculty  and  staff  volunteers. 

Among  the  varied  components  of 
After-Hours  U.,  a program  called 
"Readers  as  Leaders"  taught  the 
Brookline  students  literacy  education 
skills  to  encourage  them  to  read  to 
younger  children  in  their  schools. 
They  also  learned  about  fitness  and 
wellness  from  PMC  athletic  depart- 


adopting  a new  mission  statement  that 
focuses  on  the  overarching  framework 
of  inclusive  leadership  and  social 
responsibility  and  for  the  community's 
enthusiasm  for  infusing  that  mission 
into  the  College's  curricular  design  and 
reform.  The  Commission  noted  the 
College's  commitment  to  measuring 
the  effectiveness  of  its  educational  out- 
comes through  the  portfolio  assess- 
ment process,  and  it  recognized  PMC's 
bold  initiative  in  adopting  the  tuition 
reduction  plan. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Commission 
struck  an  appropriate  note  of  concern 
about  the  need  to  continue  progress 
toward  fiscal  and  enrollment  stability. 
The  Commission  requested  the  sub- 
mission of  a report  from  the  College  by 
December  1999,  documenting  success 
in  enrollment  and  fiscal  goals  and 
reviewing  the  status  of  the  M.Ed. 
Program.  The  next  comprehensive 
evaluation  is  scheduled  for  spring  2003. 


ment  volunteers,  and  they  created 
their  own  books  in  a Pine  Manor  com- 
puter lab. 

"At  this  young  age  students  are 
faced  increasingly  with  decisions 
about  drugs,  sex  and  violence,"  says 
Britt  Jacobson,  PMC  Community 
Service  Coordinator.

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Nicholson  Lecture  Series 
Welcomes  Back  Peter  Fallon

//■  I se  your  luck,"  Irish  poet, 
editor  and  publisher  Peter  Fallon 
told  a full-house  of  students,  faculty 
and  staff  in  a glowing  Founder's  Room 
one  evening  last  October.  Fallon,  who 
has  been  successful  both  as  a poet  and 
a publisher,  returned  to  the  College 
this  year  with  a presentation  that  cov- 
ered both  his  areas  of  expertise. 

Celebrating  its  16th  year,  the 
Anne  P.  Nicholson  '40  Distinguished 
Lecturer  Series  is  funded  through  the 
gifts  and  bequest  of  an  alumna,  who 
envisioned  an  annual  lecture  series  at 
Pine  Manor.  Her  generosity  has 
brought  a long  list  of  distinguished 
speakers  to  the  campus  over  the  years. 
They  include  such  luminaries  as 
architects  Graham  Gund  and  William 
Rawn,  educator  Howard  Gardner, 
nutritionist  Jean  Mayer,  photographer 
Marie  Cosindas,  actor  Peter  Arnot  and 
publisher  W.  Bradford  Wiley.  Among 
the  well-known  writers  who  preceded 
Fallon  are  Michel  Butor,  Maxine 
Kumin,  Justin  Kaplan  and  Seamus 
Heaney. 

"Soul  music"  is  how  Nobel 
Laureate  Heaney  described  Peter 
Fallon's  poetry.  Poet  Ted  Hughes 
called  it  "tough  and  alive,  like  a just- 
cut  holly  stick."  Beginning  with 
"Springtime  in  Ireland,"  Fallon  moved 
his  audience  with  evocations  of  fami- 
ly and  rural  life  in  his  native  Ireland. 
He  read  of  a new  flock  of  sheep  and  of 
the  beauty  of  wildflowers,  of  his  infant 
son's  death,  the  "mystery  of  mar- 
riage," and,  in  "The  Gate,"  of  the  pos- 
sibilities and  choices  at  middle  age. 

During  the  lecture,  co-sponsored  by 
the  Communications  and  English  pro- 
grams, Fallon  also  spoke  of  his  life  as 
an  editor  and  publisher.  At  the  age  of 
18,  he  founded  the  Gallery  Press,  cur- 
rently— and  for  many  years — the  fore- 
most publishing  house  for  poetry  in 
Ireland.  "I  was  writing  poetry  when  I 


went  to  Trinity  College,  Dublin," 
remembers  Fallon,  "but  in  a complete- 
ly ignorant  vacuum."  He  began  to 
share  his  poems  with  other  young 
poets,  and  their  readings  started  to 
draw  audiences.  "I  could  see  there 
weren't  many  places  receptive  to 
poems  by  the  very  young,  so  we  start- 
ed to  publish  them  ourselves,"  he 
reports.  Today,  30  years  later,  Fallon 
has  edited  more  than  300  books  of 
poems  by  Irish  writers  for  the  Gallery 
Press.  "I  was  lucky,"  he  told  his  rapt 
listeners.  "You  have  to  use  your  luck." 

Fallon's  steady  rise  to  prominence 
in  poetry  and  in  publishing  fascinated 
the  audience  of  mostly  students,  who 
sparked  a lively  post-lecture  Q&iA  ses- 
sion. In  the  end,  Fallon  admitted  his 
passion  is  poetry.  He  savors  it  in  all  its 
shapes  and  forms.  "John  Cheever  once 
said  about  readers  and  writers,"  he 
mused,  "Writing  is  like  a kiss — you 
can't  do  it  alone.'"

The  Thrill  of  the  Chase: 

From  Basement  Archives  to 
Louisa  May  Alcott's  Orchard  House 

A Faculty-Student  Collaboration

On  a hot,  steamy  night  last  July,  I 
welcomed  an  enthusiastic  crowd 
to  Bronson  Alcott's  former  School  of 
Philosophy,  a large,  barn-like  hall  in 
Concord,  Mass.  Louisa  May  Alcott's 
famous  philosopher-father  certainly 
would  have  been  pleased  to  see  so  many 
people  a century  after  he  established 
the  school.  Among  the  audience  mem- 
bers were  readers,  scholars,  tour 
guides — and  the  grandparents  of  my 
research  assistant  Alyssa  Doherty  '98. 

I stood  below  a marble  bust  of  Ralph 
Waldo  Emerson  and  arranged  my  notes 
on  the  old,  wooden  lectern  on  Bronson 
Alcott's  well-worn  desk.  I exchanged 
smiles  with  Alyssa  as  we  began  our  pre- 
sentation, the  product  of  a semester- 
long  research  project  on  Louisa  May 
Alcott's  critical  role  in  19th-century 
publications  for  young  people. 

This  was  an  exciting  project  for  me, 
as  it  was  so  conducive  to  a collabora- 
tion with  a student  majoring  in  English. 
Alyssa  initially  had  shown  her  curiosi- 
ty in  Louisa  May  Alcott  one  rainy 
November  Saturday  on  an  English  Club 
outing  to  Orchard  House,  the  Alcott 
family  home.  Alyssa's  many  intelligent 
questions  for  the  tour-guide  revealed 
her  life-long  interest  Louisa  May 
Alcott. 

Around  that  time,  I started  to 
expand  my  extensive  research  on  19th- 


century  family  periodicals  in  Boston 
and  on  networks  of  women  writers,  edi- 
tors and  readers  who  opened  profession- 
al doors  for  each  other.  I knew  Alyssa 
would  have  both  the  interest  and 
research  skills  to  become  my  assistant 
and  colleague  on  this  project. 

Eventually,  we  plunged  into  the 
world  of  primary  materials  and  artifacts 
in  Boston's  rich  archival  collections. 
Mondays  were  our  research  days  when 
we  tracked  down  100-year-old  copies  of 
stories  and  poems  from  19th-century 
magazines.  We  surveyed  the  most  pop- 
ular publications  and  concentrated  on 
the  gender  roles  in  fiction.  We  imagined 
America  in  1880  as  reflected  in  illustra- 
tions and  references  to  immigrants, 
travel  to  Europe,  rural  nostalgia  and  the 
beginnings  of  women's  education.  We 
explored  numerous  collections — from 
old  libraries  on  Beacon  Hill  to  the 
Concord  National  Archives.  At  one 
point,  we  stumbled  upon  a collection  in 
a historic  home  once  owned  by  a maga- 
zine editor.  Of  course,  we  were  not 
always  fortunate  enough  to  find  the 
original  magazines  and  often  needed  to 
resort  to  microfilm  to  read  lost 
columns. 

Among  our  favorite  periodicals  was 
Wide  Awake — with  its  visual  artistry 
decorating  every  poem  and  story.  Who 
wouldn't  have  awaited  its  arrival  each 
month  in  the  mail?  We  eagerly  searched 
for  Louisa  May  Alcott's  stories  and  seri- 
alized novels  in  St.  Nicholas,  a maga- 
zine that  encouraged  its  young  readers 
to  submit  their  own  remarks  and  liter- 
ary creations  for  publication.  Although 
we  were  glad  the  rival  Youth’s 
Companion  publishing  headquarters 
still  exist  in  Boston,  we  began  to  detest 
the  magazine's  strictures  against  any- 
thing imaginative  and  whimsical,  and 
we  longed  for  a little  more  humor  in  the 
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Congregational  Publishing  Society's 
rather  straight-laced  Well-Spring. 

We  couldn't  wait  to  read  Wide 
Awake’s  serial  installments  about  a 
young  woman  who  must  leave  a 
woman's  college  after  a year,  but  saves 
her  family  finances  by  successfully 
using  her  chemistry  theories  to  make 
jam  to  sell.  We  enjoyed  our  female  hero- 
ines' independence  and  androgyny. 
"Dime  novels"  were  a major  competi- 
tor with  this  type  of  fiction,  but  empha- 
sized male  characters  and  often  por- 
trayed women  as  victims  or  absent  alto- 
gether from  the  plot.  However,  we 
found  women  authors  in  the  family 
periodicals  provided  portraits  of  female 
protagonists,  domains  and  triumphs,  an 
important  corrective  to  our  20th-centu- 
ry view  of  popular  juvenile  literature.

Unlike  many  women  magazine  con- 
tributors, Louisa  May  Alcott  was 
already  a well-known  writer,  previously 
having  authored  Little  Women.  She 
helped  build  substantial  readership  for 
these  periodicals  by  publishing  stories 
and  serializing  her  later  novels  in  them. 
Her  name  on  the  tables  of  contents 
attracted  more  readers  (both  adoles- 
cents and  their  mothers)  and  created  a 
huge  market  and  gateway  for  the  next 
generation  of  women  writers.

Enthusiastically,  we  told  our 
Orchard  House  audience  of  our  discov- 
eries of  Louisa  May  Alcott's  important 
role,  explaining  time-lines,  showing 
slides  of  the  magazines'  pages,  with 
Alyssa  describing  her  discovery  of  a 
Youth’s  Companion  issue  in  the 
archives  in  Edinburgh,  Scotland!  Our  45 
minutes  quickly  stretched  to  an  hour, 
and  then  we  eagerly  answered  ques- 
tions, many  addressed  to  Alyssa. 

Tracking  down  19th-century  arti- 
facts and  ideas  with  a co-conspirator  is 
always  fun  and  productive.  Working 
collaboratively,  Alyssa  and  I generated 
many  more  ideas  than  I would  have 
alone.  As  colleagues,  we  created  some- 
thing in  our  research  and  in  our  experi- 
ence that  was  substantial;  something 
otherwise  unattainable.

Reflections  of  Former  Research 
Assistant  Alyssa  Doherty  98

Kreilkamp  plans  to  devote  a signifi- 
cant part  of  the  spring  issue  of  Eire- 
Ireland,  the  interdisciplinary  journal 
of  Irish  Studies  she  co-edits  at  Pine 
Manor,  to  that  exhibition,  as  well  as  to 
other  aspects  of  Irish  visual  art. 

Last  September,  Kreilkamp  served 
on  an  Irish  Studies  panel  at  the  New 
England  regional  meeting  of  the 
American  Conference  of  Irish  Studies. 
In  October,  at  the  Mid-Atlantic 
Convention  of  the  American  Con- 
ference of  Irish  Studies  in  New  York 
City,  she  presented  a paper,  "Losing  It: 
The  Anglo-Landlord  at  Independence." 

Kreilkamp's  book,  The  Anglo-Irish 
Novel  and  the  Big  House,  was  pub- 
lished by  Syracuse  University  Press 
last  October  as  part  of  the  University's 
Irish  Studies  series  of  scholarly  books. 
Research  for  the  book  was  supported 
by  a grant  from  the  National 


Endowment  of  the  Humanities,  as 
well  as  by  several  faculty  development 
grants  and  a Lindsey  Professorship 
awarded  by  the  College.

Last  July,  at  Louisa  May  Alcott's 
home,  Orchard  House,  in  Concord, 
Mass.,  Ponder  teamed  up  with  Pine 
Manor  graduate  Alyssa  Doherty  to 
present  their  collaborative  research 
piece,  "Louisa  May  Alcott  and  the 
Publishing  World  of  Periodicals."  (See 
related  story,  page  14.) 

In  August,  Ponder  was  the  featured 
speaker  for  the  Lalmouth  (Cape  Cod) 
Historical  Society's  Katharine  Lee 
Bates  Day  Celebration,  which  honored 
the  woman  who  wrote  "America,  the 
Beautiful."  Last  fall,  Professor  Ponder 
addressed  the  national  meeting  of 
the  Bates  Family  Association  in 
Plymouth,  Mass.,  where  spoke  on  the 
impact  of  Katharine  Lee  Bates' 
ancestral  history  on  her  writing  of 
"America  the  Beautiful."

Graham  was  a highly  respected 
and  revered  teacher  by  both  adminis- 
tration and  faculty,  but  mostly  by  his 
students.  A talented  teacher  in  the 
studio,  he  possessed  the  phenomenal 
ability  to  articulate  what  students  saw 
and  how  to  translate  its  dimensionali- 
ty, texture  and  color  to  the  flat  surface 
of  a canvas  or  any  other  medium  with 
which  they  were  working.  He  invari- 
ably knew  when  the  students'  works 
were  finished,  stopping  them  before 
over  zealousness  and  sudden  ruina- 
tion might  evolve.  He  was  actively 
involved  in  every  musical  or  drama 
production,  graduation,  class  day  or 
special  event — not  to  mention  the 
creation  of  PMC's  Hess  Gallery.  Even 
today  his  memory  is  alive,  especially 
during  Reunion  Weekend  when  many 
Alumnae  inquire  about  him.  Graham 
will  be  remembered  fondly  in  the 
hearts  of  those  who  knew  him.

Remembering... 

Catherine  Masters  Bangham  '24  passed  away 
last  June  in  her  home  in  New  Canaan,  Conn.,  at 
the  age  of  94.  Former  President  Rosemary 
Ashby  knew  her  well  and  offers  these  words  to 
honor  Catherine. 

Those  of  us  who  knew  Catherine  through  the  years  will 
remember  her  with  great  affection.  A long-time  widow  ("I  have 
been  a widow  for  an  eternity,  dear,"  she  used  to  say),  Pine  Manor 
College  was  a major  part  of  her  life.  She  kept  in  touch  with  class- 
mates, such  as  Helen  Church  Towle  '24  and  served  as  class  secre- 
tary. She  never  missed  Derby  Day  and  was  a loyal  member  of  the 
Pine  Manor  Associates  Program.  She  also  traveled  with  the  col- 
lege to  Italy,  France,  England,  Scotland  and  the  Rhine,  delighting 
in  the  company  and  firmly  anchored  to  the  arm  of  the  hand- 
somest man  on  the  trip. 

Though  she  seemed  frail  in  her  80s  and  90s,  Catherine  was 
indomitable,  endowed  with  endless  determination  and  great 
curiosity  about  the  world.  I remember  a picnic  with  Catherine, 
who  was  then  almost  80,  on  the  Yorkshire  moors  on  a windy  day. 
A gust  of  wind  caught  her  skirt  as  she  stood  by  the  picnic  hamper 
and  bowled  her  over--she  was  completely  unperturbed.  Later, 
when  she  was  90,  she  and  former  Alumnae  Director  Carlyn  Ellms 
went  to  the  Barnes  exhibit  at  the  Musee  d'Orsay.  The  lines  were 
endless  and  they  had  no  tickets.  Catherine  marched  to  the  head 
of  the  line,  waved  her  cane,  told  the  French  officials  in  English 
that  she  had  come  all  the  way  from  America  to  see  the  exhibit. 
Then,  she  marched  past  the  bowing  guards  who  waved  her 
through.  She  lingered  to  inquire  about  senior  citizens'  discount! 
Only  the  weather  had  forestalled  Catherine's  ballooning  trip  in 
Burgundy  earlier  in  the  week! 

We,  her  friends,  admired  Catherine  for  her  courage,  adventur- 
ous spirit,  refusal  to  feel  sorry  for  herself,  and  great  loyalty  to 
Pine  Manor.  Toward  the  end  of  her  life,  she  said  she  could  feel 
her  wings  sprouting.  This  brave,  vital  lady  "flew  away"  in  June 
1998.  God  bless  her.

There  are  so  many  opportunities  today  to  help  young  students  experience  Pine  Manor's  spe- 
cial kind  of  education,  and  I do  hope  we  alumnae  can  be  part  of  this  "giving  back"  process.
